after, and not the exception.

the South Chicago works of the latter in 1891 
in the same capacity, becoming general 
superintendent in 1896, and general manager 
in 1890. 

In the latter part of the same year Clarke 
resigned to become manager of manufactur- 
ing of the Deering Harvester company. 
Afterward, when the International Harves- 
ter company was formed, he was made gen- 
eral manager of manufacturing of all the 
constituent companies. He will be succeed- 
ed in this position by George F. Steele, 
formerly general: manager of collections.

“HATE BABY”; ABANDON IT. 


Richard Donovan and His Wire 


MOTHER SCORNS HER INFANT 
Declares She Prefers Suicide to Caring 
for the Child. 


The most remarkable case of infant aban- 
donment ever Known in Chicago was heard 
yesterday before Judge Julian W. Mack, in 
the Juvenile court. Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Donovan, 2253 Ogden avenue, abandoned 
their child to the care of St. Vincent's infant 
asylum simply because they “ did not want 
it.“ Judge Mack is considering whether he 
has the legal power to punish the pair. 

At the annual banquet of the Chicago Re- 
net and Aid society in the evening Judge 
Mack discussed the case with other jurists, 
Archbishop Quigley, and charity experts 
present. All declared never had they heard 
of such utter lack of parental affection. 


Death Before Care of Baby. 

“If you force me to take care of my baby 
I'll jump in thé lake,“ cried Mrs. Donovan, 
when called before Judge Mack in the after- 
noon. “I didn’t want it and I have no love 
for tt. I won’t take care of it. Tannen 


No,“ said her husband, in calm corrobora- 
tion, we didn’t want the baby. Why should 
| we care for it? We prefer no children at all.“ 

The Donovans told Judge Mack they were 
married two years ago, and that the child 
was born on last Thanksgiving day. The 
man is a machinist and sajd that he had 
been working steadily and living happily 
with his wife until the birth of their child. 
When this unwelcome event occurred, he 
declared that he and Mrs. Donovan at once 
decided the only thing to do was not to keep 


their baby. 


Show No Spark of Love. 
parental feeling seemed to be absent 
from Donovan's remarks and the whole ques- 
tion appeared to present itself to him as 
nothing more nor less than a problem to be 
decided with an eye to his own comfort.

Naval Officer Dares 


THREE OTHERS ARE DEAD. 


Lieut. Cole Terribly Sealded in Rescue 
Work on the Massachusetts. 
N. 

Philadelphia, Pu., Dec. 15.—[{Special. }—Fol- 
lowing an explosion on board the battleship 
Massachusetts at the League Island navy 
yard here today Lieut. William C. Cole dived 
through a manhole into the rush of scalding 
water and steam in the flrehole and dragged 
three men, one after the other, to safety.

The Massachusetts has been at the navy 
yard for some time undergoing extensive 
repairs, particularly to the boilers and ma» 
chinery.

Fish to Exterminate Pest. 

One hungry fish, it was declared, can do 
the work of ten men. How to increase the 
number of mosquito eating fish is the prob- 
lem. Effort is to be directed along this line. 
Fish known to feed on mosquito larvte are 
killifigh; stickleback. top minnows, and fresh 
water minnows. generally. 

The female mosquito lays 150 to 400 egxs 
at a time, which gather in clusters on the 
eurface of still water. In five days the larve 
become wrigglers, and in five days more mos- 
quitoes. It is during these ten days that they 
must be eaten, or else the mosquitees will 
get quite out of reach of the fish. 

As mosquitoes are the only known source 
of malaria, the stocking of ponds. with mos- 
quito eating fish is most Important.

The dinner was preceded by a business 

meeting at which Vice President Samuel 
Gompers presided. A letter was mad from 
President Roosevelt, in which he expressed 
his régret at not being able to attend. and 
eulogized the late president of the National 
Civic federation, Marcus A. Hanna, as a 
lange employer of labor, who devoted his 
efforts to the improvement of wage earners. 

Ralph M. Kasley, chairman of the executive 

committee, reported the movements of the 
civic federations in England, France, Ger- 
many, and Canada, and said that their suc- 
cess might logi¢ally lead to the creation of 
an international body to forward economic 
education throughout he world. 


Garnegie on Labor Troubles. 

Mr. Carnegie, in his address, which was 
read by Secretary Easley, owing to Mr: Car- 
negie’s “inability to be present, spoke of the 
internal troubles among labor unions, due, 
he was informed, to their control by the ex- 
tremists among them. This, he maintained, 
is a stage which organized labor always has 
to meet, but it often passes that stage and 
as the necessity for prudent action is real- 
ized the moderate, open minded, 1% fair men 
finally obtain control. 

“It is wholesome,” said he * t capital 
should be made to pay well for labor and to 
pay high for it when profits are high, and it 
is inevitable that wages will fall when profits 

fall, so that we must not expect, neither be 
alarmed at, repeated demands and repeated 
rejections from both employers and em- 
from thne to time. These are healthy

“The dignity of labor equals the dignity of 
capital, where labor adheres as strictly as 
capital must adhere to the obligation of a 
trade agreement.

Aschbishep Ireland’s Faith. 
‘“‘T\have supreme faith in America; and if 
any secial. question cannot be solved in Amer- 
ica I despair of its solution anywhere,” mig 
Archbishop Ireland.

Reasons for Dismissal.

It is reported that the dismissal is, at least 
in part, due to an assumption by the presi- 
dent and postmaster general that citizens of 
the United States who are letter carriers can 
lawfully be restricted in the exercise of free- 
dom of speech, freedom of assembly, and free- 
dom of petition, as they could not be if not 
letter carriers.“

Speedy System of Appeals.

thousands. 

Rallroad men who have participated in these 
preltminary conferences have assured the 
senators and others that they might be able 
to consent to the fixing of rates by an en- 
larged and dignified commission, with the cer- 
tainty of an early appeal, the railroads to 
collect full rates meanwhile and to give con- 

tingent rebate certificates to. every shipper 
— under the new rule. 


Right to Pool Earnings. 
Possibly the most important concession of 


all on the part of the shippers to the railroads 
| comes about from a desire of the railroad | 


men themselves to stop rate wars, rebates, 
and discriminations. They have fought for 
years for the privilege of pooling their earn- 
ings, but congress declined to permit 
this, because it was evident that ff the rail- 
roads pooled their earnings and fixed their 
own rates, so as to kill off all competition, 
they would have a trust or monopoly such as 
the world has never seen before. 

With the right to fix rates vested ina gov- 
ernment commission or court. it is conceded 
by many members of congress, and it is 
vehemently clatmed by the railroad mana- 
gers, that the right to pool earnings would 
not in the long run hurt the shippers. On the 
contrary, it asserted, and it seems rea- 
sonable, that if the rates were fixed by the 
government, and if the railroads pooled their 
earnings on an equitable basis, all incentive 
for illegal rebates and discriminations would 
disappear, and there would therefore come 
a railroad millenium of fairness to shippers 
and profitable business to rallroads. 

In this connection it is insisted that the 
interstate commerce commission or court 
should have the power to determine upon a 
national uniform classification, and that this 
should not be changed except upon a proper 
hearing. In this respect, and in the pro- 
vision for speedy appeals, the program out- 
lined follows the bill introduced by Senator 
Cullom five years ago, and which was beaten 
in the senate committee at that time by the 
efforts of Senator Elkins, who now, although 
still friendly to the railroads, is particularly 
active in-seeking a common ground on which 
the transportation companies and the ship- 
pers can meet successfully. 


Right to Fix Rates. 

The right to regulate rates,“ said Senator 
quaries, is an administrative function, and 
as such should be, performed by a federal 
commission, rather than by a court. The 
railroad managers have changed their opin- 
fons rapidly, and are now assisting the presi- 
dent in his efforts to provide means for siv- 
Ing relief to the shippers of the country.” 

Up to the present time,“ said Mr. Cooper 
of Wisconsin, I am in favor Ft authorizing 
the interstate commerce commission to fix 
rates.

It is be- 
coming fruit country. It is increasing its 
cultivation of the cereals. It is daily work- 
ing more and more of its cotton into cloth. 
The negro’s low mentality and slothful 
habits unfit him for effective work in these 
new fields; and the south daily feels more 
and more strongly the need of intelligent and 
industrious white laborers. 

The immigrants who are coming to this 
country in such large numbers from the 
warm countries of southern Europe are just 
the people the south needs; and the south is 
just the section which it would be best for 
this large class of Immigrants to settle in. 
The foreigners, besides helping develop the 
south’s great resources, would increase the 
preponderance of its white population and 
rob the race problem of part of its terrors, 
and the south would afford the foreigners 
opportunities for improving their condition 
“stich as they certainly could net have in 
the cities atid perhaps could not find else- 
“where in the country. 4

Mr. Kerens 
was Missouri member of the republican 
national committee for twelve years and 
has twice been his party’s caucus nominee 
for United States senator. He has exten-

Charies F. Parker, a railway lawyer, Ricb- 
ard Bartholdt, who has for several years 
been the only republican from Missouri in 
the lower house of congress, and Maj.

Of these candidates, the one best equipped 
by natural parts and experience to do Mis- 
sourl and the nation credit in the senate is 
Maj. Warner. Maj. Warner is an able 
lawyer and an eloquent public speaker.

and an effective debater. He is a broad and 
earnest student of public questions. He is 
not trammeled by dubious connections with 
corporations. His private and public char- 
acter is and always has been above re- 
proach. Furthermore, he deserves well of 
his party. He has fought its battles in Mis- 
touri ever since the period of reconstruction, 
and the speechmaking canvass he made in 
1892, when he ran against William J. Stone 
for governor, has never been surpassed iv 
energy, thoroughness, and brilliancy by any 
other republican candidate in the state’s 
history.

The Russian battleships and cruisers have 
been disposed of. Some terpedo boats and 
torpedo boat destroyers may remain un- 
harmed, but Admiral Togo is not afraid of 
them. His Beet is off for the Japanese dock- 
yards to be overhauled.

The bill authorizes the Philippine govern- 
ment to guarantee an income of not exceed- 
ing 5 per cent upon capital actually invested 
in the construction and equipment of rail- 
roads. The object is to secure for the islands 
transportation facilities which are essential 
to the development of their resources. It is 
not certain that the roads will pay at pres- 
ent, and private capital cannot be persuaded 
te construct them without a guarantee. 

Senator Spooner pointed out that if the 
Philippine government guaranteed the bonds 
of a railroad built under the bill it could 
foreclose in the event of a default by the 
company, and thus protect itself against loss. 
If it should guarantee dividends on stock 
and the road should sell bonds and default on 
them the bondholders would have a prior 
lien, and there would be nothing to reim- 
burse the government for the payments it 
might make under its guaranty—payments 
which might amount to $1,500,000 a year 
for thirty years. 

Senator Spooner recognizes as fully as 
any of his colleagues the need of railroads 
in the Philippines. He does not wish the 
government to build them. He is not “ cap- 
tivated by the notion of government owner- 
ship of railroads.” He prefers the guaranty 
plan, when made safe. He has a hatred of 
slipshod legislation of bills through which 
ene can “ drive a coach and four.” That is 
one reason why he is invaluable as a senator. 
There can be no flaws found in laws he 
drafts. 

The friends of the bill admitted that the 
senator's point was well taken, and it has 
been amended so as to establish the lien of 
the Philippine government in preference to 
any other creditor. ;

= VERY American tourist who has ever 
7 visited the Tower of London will be 
intérested to learn thet the transfer 
of the control of this historie pile from 
the war department to that of the 
government department of public works has 
been followed by a substitution of anti- 
quarian, archeological, and. architectural 
considerations for those ofa purely util- 
tarian character. A number of unsightly 
military barracks and storehouses of inde- 
scribable ugliness, erected some fifty of 
seventy years ago for the use of the troops 
then stationed there, have been torn down, 
thus giving a far better view of the true 
proportions of this ancient stronghold than 
it had been possible to enjoy until then. The 
lintels of dungeons, upon which distinguished 
prisoners of ciaen days have inscribed their 
names on the eve of their execution on Tower 
hill, have been protected by oak casements, 
and some painted glass of the best period 
of medieval art, which for hundreds of years 
has been stored in one of the crypts, has been 
placed in position in the White tower. More- 
over, in all parts of the tower grounds. ex- 
cavations are in under expert anti- 
quarians’ direction, which hate already fur- | 
nished most interesting results, and are like- | 
ly to yield still further discoveries.

It would be a mistake to imagine that the 
visit of the king and queen of Portugal to 
England has passed off without any contre- 
temps. In the first place, not even King Ed- 
ward and Queen Alexandra's desire to be 
agreeable to their royal guests could induce 
them to show any attention to Queen Marie 
Amelie’s brother, the duke bf Orleans, and to 
his Austrian ‘wife. Although in England. 
throughout the stay of the Portuguese sov- | 
ereigns the duke and duchess were not in- 
vited to any of the entertainments given 
at Windsor. or at Buckingham palace, in 
thé honor of Dom Carlos and his 
True, the Portuguese royalties spent a few 
days with the duke and duchess of Orleans at 
the duke’s country seat, sandwiching their 
sojourn there in between their visit to the 
duke and duchess of Devonshire at Chats- 
worth and to the duke and duchess of Port- 
land at Welbeck abbey. But no English 
‘people were invited by the French 88 
to meet the king and queen of Portugal, 
whose. presence at Woodnorton merely 
served to emphasize the fact that the Orleans 
had been completely by King Ed- 
ward and Queen Alexandra. 

It is said that Queen Marie Amelie, who 
is fond of her brother, in spite of all his many 
faults, felt keenly his position, while the 
duchess of Orleans suffered so much from it 
that as soon as ever the Portuguese royalties 
left Woodnorton she at once quitted England 
for Austria, to stay with her parents, Arch- 
duke and Archduchess Joseph of Austria. 

Of course, one cannot altogether blame 
King Edward, for, aside from any personal 
dislike which he may entertain for the French 
pretender, he cannot forget the attitude of 
the latter. both with regard to England and 
towards the late Queen Victoria during the 
Boer war. 

While in London the duke of Orleans was 
invited to a luncheon given in honor of the 
king and queen of Portugal by the duke of 
Portland, at which his rival pretender to the 
throne of France, Prince Victor Napoleon, 
was likewise present. It was the first time 
that they had ever met, or made another's 
personal acquaintance. But. t was ren- 
dered possible by the fact that if the duke of 
Orleans is Queen Marie Amelie’s brother, 
Prince Victor Napoleon is the first cousin 
of King Carlos, whose mother, Queen Pia 
of Portugal, is the only sister of Victor Na- 
poleon’s mother, the saintly Princes Clothilde 
Bonaparte, who makes her home at Monte- | 
taliere, near Turin. 

During the luncheon at the duke of Port- 
land's, attention was cal to the fact that 
both French pretenders, the duke of Orleans 
as well as Prince Victor Napoleon, are di- 
rectly descended, through the female line. 
from the first king of Prussia, Prince Vic- 
tor, through his grandmother, Princess Cath- 
erine of Wiirtemberg, and the duke of Or- 
leans through his Lutheran grandmother, 
Duchess Helen of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. 


Princess Otto Windfschgraets, only child 
of the. ill-fated crown prince Rudolph of 
Austria, is about to become once more a 
mother, and this official announcement will 
go further than anything else to confirm the 
denials in these letters of the fantastic 
stories circulated far and wide in the autumn 
of, 1903 describing the young princess as 
having killed an actress in a fit of jealousy, 
and of having been ill-treated and deserted 
by her young husband. On the contrary, 
everything goes to show that this love match 
of young Archduchess Elizabeth has turned 
out happily. They held much aloof from so- 
ciety at Prague, where the prince has been 
in garrison until now, and this has had no 
little to do with the malevolent gossip cir- 
culated concerning thern. 

The prince has, however, now retired from 
the army, and, with the consent of the prin- 
cess’ grandfather, Emperor Jo- 
seph, @ portion of her large fortune has been 
devoted to the purchase of a big estate in 
Ifungary, near Zolna, where Prince Otte 
will henceforth devote himself to agri- 
culture. The late Crown Prince Rudoiph 
was immensely popular in Hungary, where 
his death is mourned to this day, and Prin- 
cess Otto as his only child is, therefore, cer- ; 
tain to receive a warm welcome from the 
Magyars. Indeed, her presence among them 
may serve to counteract in a measure the 
growing unpopularity of the house of Haps- 
burg in Hungary, which has increased quite 
alarmingly of late. . 

No bishop of archbishop in the United 
States receives such generous emolumente as 
the bishop of London, who in addition to a 
salary of $50,000 a year—that Is as large as 
the salary of the president of the United 
States—has a huge mansion in London and 
a fine country seat standing by gn immense 
private park, known as the palace of Ful- 
ham, in the most picturesque of London sub- 
urbs, both residences being fully furnished 
and equipped with all household belongings. 
His complaints that he is. unable to make 
both ends meet and that he is out of pocket 
at the end of the year will mot receive much 
sympathy here, where prelates are satisfied 
with a third and even a quarter of his stipend. 
Moreover, the present bishop of London 
being a bachelor and having fo family to 
support is certainly spared one great source 
of expense. 

Most bishops and archbishops of the church 
of England are poor men when promoted to 
the miter. Yet they all manage at their death 
to leave fortunes ranging all the way from 
$100,000 to $200,000. In fact, the size of their 
estates, as shown in the Court of Probate 
after their death, constitutes the best proof 
that they are most liberally paid, and that 
there is nothing of which they haveany right 
to complain in the matter of remuneration.

But 
the constitutions of the two countries 
differ widely from each other. No pro- 
vision of the constitution of the United 
States can be changed until the amendment 
by which itis proposed to change it has 
been submitted to the people and approved by 
the legislatures of three-fourths of the states. 
The constitution of France, on the other 
hand, is divided into twe kinds of laws, one 
called “ constitutional,’’ the other called 
“organic. The “organic” laws may be 
altered in the same way that other laws may

be altered —that 1a, by a simple act of the 
parliament. For example, the French sen- 
ate, which exists only in virtue of the pro- 
visions of an *‘ organic” law, may have the 
most radical changes made in it, or may be 
practically abolished, by two houses. of 
parliament sitting and voting exactly as they 
would sit and vote if considering a measure of 
the utmost triviality. The constitutional 
laws may be changed almost as easy. When 
the senate and the house of deputies meet 
together they constitute the national agssem+ 
bly; and the national assembly has power and 
authority, by a mere majority vote, to make 


any changes in the government it pleases 


without in any way referring the matter to 
the people. If it wanted to, it could meet to- 
morrow and abolish the republic and set up 
an absolute monarchy. 

The inference which would : be 
drawn from these statements ie that the 
French parliament almost monopolizes the 
power of the Freneh government instead of 
being checked and balanced by the executive 
and judicial departments, as the congress of 
the United States ig; and a clove inspection 
of French institutions amply verifies this in- 
ference. The government of France has 
been aptly deseribed as government by 
massmeeting,”” and a tumultuous and dis- 
orderly massmeeting it sometimes is.

The titular chief executive of Franee id 
the president. He is elected, not by the peo- 
ple but by a majority vote of the two houses 
of parliament, meeting together as a na- 
tional assembly. His term is seven years. 
He cannot veto legislation, but may require 
the houses to reconsider it. He has the legal 
power to appoint and remove all public offi- 
cials, including ambassadors and cabinet 
ministers. He can adjourn the chambers for 
any period of less than a month, can dis- 
solve them after they have sat five months, 
and, with the consent of the senate, can dis- 
solve the chamber of deputies at any time. 

But extensive as is the nominal authority 
of the French presidént, his real authority 
usually is extremely limited. He is gener- 
ally as much of a figurehead as is the king 
of England. He has only a Hobson's choice 
in the selection of his cabinet. He may se- 
lect whom he wishes, provided he selects 
whom the chamber of deputies wishes. His 
ministers are responsible for their acts, not 
to him but to the chambers. His appoint- 
ments to all offices, no matter how important 
or how trifiing, must be countersigned by 
his ministers, and Are, therefore, really. the 
appointments of the ministers. The third 
republic was founded in 1875. Of its seven 
presidents, not one has served a full seven 
years term. Four have chosen or have been 
forced by the chambers and their ministers 
to resign, one (Carnot) was assassinated, and. 
one (Faure) died in offite. M. Loubet, who is 
now president, was elected in 1800. 

The French cabinet has at present twelve 
members, the minister of justice, the minister 
of finance, the minister of war, the minister of 
marine, the minister of colonies, the min- 
ister of foreign affairs, the minister of the 
interior and of public worship, the minister

They 
may prattle about competition, but they 
know that real compétition long ago ceased 
to exist. They talk about the dangerous 
encroachmerfts of the federal government, 
but the public is not greatly worried at the 
prospect of the federal government's exer- 
cising a power over interstate traffic that 
the states have long exercised over local 
traffic. And in the last resort the opponents 
of the president have no remeéy what- 
ever to propose for a condition of affaifs

It is not too much to say that railroad man- 
agement in the United States on the whole 
has a bad reputation. Manipulated earnings 
for stock speculation, arbitrary rates, re- 
bates, discriminations in favor of preferred 
shippers, outrageous terminal charges.

destroyed popular confidence in the good 
faith of railway managers. At present the 
public weuld probably be satisfied with a 
measure providing for a revision of chal- 
lenged rates by the interstate commerce 
commission.
